duce living costs, to remove griev­ 
ance* of labor and causes of indus­ 
trial trouble, to aid farm erj to pro­ 
duce bigger crops, to sim plify the 
system of taxation, and government 
expenditures by the budget system, 
and to give ald to the soldiers and 
sailors who have lel« the service. 
Though the president several titties 
referred to the peace treaty and, the 
hague of nation!, he did not discus* 
the treaty situation. 
He w ill do m 
iii a later message, according to re­ 
liable inform ation today, 
He also w ill deal later with tile 
railroad question, he informed the 
legislators. 
Much of the message was devoted 
to a discussion of the labor problem, 
To solve It congree must now help 
In the difficult task of 
finding 
a 
method that w ill bring about a gen­ 
uine democracy. 
’ Reorganization 
of 
Industries. 
bored upon full recognition of the 
right of those who work in whatever 
rank. to participate In some organic 
way, In every decision which direc t­ 
ly effects their welfare/* was urged 
No better means of doing this tar. 
be found, the 
president 
declared, 
than by applying in legislation the 
principles set up In the labor section 
of the league of nations covenant. 
The president suggested the estab­ 
lishment of a tribunal before which 
disptes between capital 
and 
labor 
can be taken for settlement. 
To go 
back to the old standard of labor 
and wages is impossible, urging that 


any process of the government.” but 
he added that the government has 
the predominate right to protect the 
people against the challenging ag­ 
gression of any single class 
Capi­ 
tal too, he declared, has a right to 
idequati returns, and the govern­ 
ment, he W arned, must never “ play 
capital and labor against each oth­ 
er.”

Illum e for the unrest in the coun­ 
try was placed partly upon the sen­ 
ate for failure to ratify the peace 
treaty. 
One cause of the unrest, the 
president asserted, is “ the failure on 
the part of the government to speed­ 
ily arrive at Just 
and 
permanent 
peace, permitting return to normal 
conditions.” 
W hile congress should deal with 
activities of the reds and am a 
tors, the president advised against 
action either impatient or drastic, 
for purging thai cause 
of 
unrest. 
which would remove it, outlining it 
thus: 
“ The causes of unrest while va ri­ 
ous and com pl i rsi ted. are superficial 
rather than depressive, and are due 
to a failure on the part of the senate 
to arrive speedily at a just and per­ 
manent peace, from the transfusion 
of radical theories 
from 
seething 
European centers, 
from 
heartless 
profiteering and the lasting machin­ 
al! offF ST ffialevolent agitators.” 
Strong laws 
against 
anarchists 
should be enacted at once he urged.
